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Mr.  Chairman,  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  the  report  on  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1964* 

The  details  are  set  out  quite  plainly  in  the  body  of  the 
report  so  any  comment  covers  the  outstanding  features. 

There  are  no  striking  variations  in  the  Vital  Statistics. 

We  had  the  misfortune  in  the  summer  again  to  be  faced  with 
Sonne  Dysentery  sufficient  in  amount  to  overwhelm  the  Depart¬ 
mental  staff.  I  was  glad  to  be  in  a  position  to  send  assistance 
from  the  School  Clinic. 

The  major  cause  of  deaths  was  heart  disease  in  various  forms 
with  the  malignancies  a  good  second.  This,  however,  is  not 
surprising  when  1 1 6  of  the  173  deaths  occurred  in  people  over 
65  years  old  -  146  out  of  173  if  we  take  the  age  group  over 
35  years  old. 

As  this  is  the  last  introductory  note  to  an  Annual  Report 
that  I  shall  be  writing  for  you,  may  I  say  a  sincere  thank  you 
to  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  Committee  during  the  ten  years  I 
have  acted  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  to  those  who 
have  been  my  colleagues  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department. 

This  team  has  always  been  a  happy  one.

Mr.  Chairman,  &  Gentlemen, 

I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  1964. 

There  were  several  outstanding  matters  of  note,  which 
are  referred  to  in  this  introduction  to  the  Report,  each  a 
cause  of  additional  work,  and  all  taking  up  time  which  would 
have  been  devoted  to  routine  public  health. 

Two  outbreaks  of  Dysentery  occurred  having  cases  principally 
in  two  Schools,  the  work  of  visiting  homes  and  collecting 
specimens  from  carriers  and  suspects,  again  proved  to  be  too 
great  a  task,  even  with  the  staff  working  overtime,  and  the 
Health  Visiting  Staff  of  the  School  Clinic  gave  valuable  assist¬ 
ance  which  was  a  factor  in  limiting  the  number  of  cases.  Co¬ 
operation  between  the  staff,  members  of  the  public,  medical 
practitioners,  and  school  staffs  was  excellent. 

The  new  offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1964  came 
into  operation  during  the  year,  and  forms  of  registration  were 
received  from  107  businesses:  the  information  received  has  now 
to  be  transferred  to  the  register,  and  visiting  of  the  premises 
undertaken.  Regulations  covering  various  sections  of  the  Act, 
also  came  into  force.  This  Act  will  result  in  much  extra  work 
when  the  provisions  are  applied.

In  common  with  other  towns  and  villages  in  Great  Britain 
the  serious  Typhoid  epidemic  in  Scotland  had  its  repercussions 
in  Poulton.-le -Pylde ,  and  on  advice  from  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
stocks  of  corned  "beef  were  traced  and  checked,  at  all  food 
premises  in  the  area  -  the  few  tins  in  stock,  from  the  packing 
stations  at  risk,  were  removed  from  sale.  Further  visits  had 
to  be  made  following  this  first  check,  to  inspect  stocks  of 
tongue . 


Inspections  of  canned  foods  increased  during  1964  and  a t 
15  cwts  condemned,  this  is  the  busiest  year  recorded. 

As  will  be  seen  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  is  the 
last  before  he  concludes  his  Local  Government  service,  and  I 
have  great  pleasure  in  wishing  Dr.  ilson  a  long  and  very 
happy  retirement. 

Thank  you  Mr.  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Committee,  for 
your  interest  and  support  during  a  busy  year,  and  I  have  to 
thank  Miss  Ann  Jolly,  the  Health  Department  Assistant,  for  her 
willing  help,  in  particular  during  those  periods  when  we  had 
to  put  in  extra  time.

The  12  groand  floor  dwellings  are  being 
provided  for  elderly  people  in  conjunction  with  the  Lancashire 
Coanty  Council,  and  are  to  be  in  the  care  of  a  warden,  these 
will  be  linked  by  telephone  to  the  wardens  flat  for  ase  in 
emergency.  The  remaining  11  flats  are  to  be  ased  for  elderly 
people  not  eligible  for  the  Coanty  Scheme. 


IMPROVEMENT  TO  DWELLINGS 


The  Hoasing  Committee  dealt  with  36  application  from 
tenants,  for  the  removal  of  oat-dated  back-to-back  ovens, 
these  resalted  in  improved  combustion  on  living  room  fire 
grates,  the  abatement  of  nuisances  from  soot  and  smoke, 
and  better  supplies  of  hotter  water.
